Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amendments require further search 
and consideration. 

Applicant is further advised that the claim amendments will not comply with current standards for 35 USC 101 because there is no 
functional result present in the claims. Diamond v. Diehr dealt with computer algorithms that presented a result upon execution. No 
result is present in the proposed amendments. The Examiner will happily discuss with Applicant wording to get around this problem, but 
suggests initially the claim be worded to include the communication of RTCP data instead of claiming a configuration which may 
communicated RTCP data. This could be performed by moving claim 3 into claim 1. Claim 8 does perform this communication function 
based upon the Examiner's cursory review, but will require further consideration before the 101 quality panel to verify. The proposed 
amendments to Claim 13 may have problems, and the Examiner will have to have the 101 quality panel review it upon Applicant's next 
action. 
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
